The proposed project would be 
conducted in a major metropoli- 
tan hospital center, Samples of 
blood plasma would be taken 
from 60,000 healthy men and 
women and stored until illness 
strikes. The new plasma samples 
would be taken and compared to 
the patient's original sample to 
determine how it has changed. 

This study, which would be 
carried out over a six-year period, 
could discover new methods for 
diagnosing disease much earlier

the sale and servicing of portable 
fire extinguishers has caused 
great concern to the fire service. 

| In California, those persons 
servicing extiguishers are  sub- 
ject to an examination by the 
State Fire Marshal's office to de- 
termine the individual's qualifi- 
cations and proficiency per: 
form such service 

Reports submitted 
fire officials indicate that a few 
of these individuals call upon 
prospective customers and at-| 
tempt to create the impression 
they represent the legal fire au- 
thority in this area. In such cases 
the public can be duped into a 
false sense of security, as well 
as expending unnecessary funds 
for work performed. 

To protect the interest of the 
public, Captain Lanctot advises 
all citizens to follow these simple 
steps when approached by a fire 
extingiusher sales or serviceman: 

1. Determine exactly to whom 
you are talking. If the person 
wishes to service your extinguish- 
ers, ask to see his Certificate of 
Registration, | 

2. If he claims or leaves the 
impression that he is a fire au- 
thority, ask to see his identifica- | 
tion. 

3. Make certain the salesman 
represents the company you wish 
to do the servicing for you.
